Also In View.

established a -State flouring mill on 
the co-operative

the proposition to locate a State 
packing plant, the Farm ers Union 
notembers, 
is 
now 
inaugurating 
a 
plan to locate a State qotton textile 
mill. 
This institution is to be a cotton 
mill for the manufacturing of all 
lines of cotton products, to be a co­ 
operative 
institution, 
every 
citizen 
within the State having the oppor­ 
tunity to -become a stockholder 
It means the investment of $500,- 
000 at the outset and the employ­ 
ment of hundreds of men, each of 
whom will not only receive a wage 
in proportion to other wages paid 
in like industries, but each will be 
a stockholder and receive the bene­ 
fits of dividends declared. 
This 
proposition 
was 
explained 
in detail before 
the 
F a r m e r ’s 
Union of the Tecumseh district, held 
at that place during the past week, 
by W. J. Houchin, organizer of the 
State Farmers’ Union. 
(Mr. 
Houchin 
prefaced 
his 
talk 
with an explanation of the manner 
in which the institution is to be 
launched. 
He stated that all farm­ 
ers who grow’ cotton, all merchants 
who sell it and all consumers who 
are interested

“This plan," he stated, “is to bring 
the cotton mill to the cotton patch. 
Its purpose is to give the retailer 
and consumer the advantage of the 
lower prices possible by the saving 
of freight and the profits of the big 
Eastern mills.” 
He emphasized the point of co­ 
operation along industrial lines by 
a co-operative plan that will not on­ 
ly pay capital a fair profit on the 
Investment, but that the profits out­

The de­ 
cision of the court will blaze out the 
way for the future use of the refer­ 
endum law, and from present indi­ 
cations it is probable that the law 
will often -be used, at least that was 
the intention of the framers of the 
Constitution. 
After the court bands down 
its 
decision and after Joe Morris. Judge 
Burford. Frank Greer and fellows of 
that crowd have given a little earn­ 
est consideration to the merits of 
the law which I hey have always op­ 
posed they will no doubt he enabled 
to make use of the law. 
This is one instance where the re­ 
publican should not have used the 
referendum law a* all. 
What they 
need to use is the initiative. They 
want to tear down our present elec­ 
tion laws, which they have always 
declared was bad from start to fin­ 
ish without suggesting a better one. 
They will l>etter show their faith if 
they initiate a law which meets their 
approval and offer it in the place 
of the present law by an Initiative 
petition. 
This they -still have op­ 
portunity to do and are not limited 
by time.

AILROAD building is now the order of the 
R 


day in all countries, and though it seems 
almost incredible, the Turk has caught the 
railroad fever and is not only projecting. 
but actually constructing, and has partly fin­ 
ished, what will be one of the longest and 
most important railroad lines in the old 
world. Its object is to connect the political 
capital of Islam with the holy places which 
every Moslem is expected to visit at least 
once during his lifetime. 
As the Moslems 
number from 175,000,000 to 200,000,000, the 
annual pilgrimage from all parts of the Mahommedan 
world is of enormous proportions. That from India and 
the east is provided for by steamship lines, but it is now 
proposed by the Turkish government to offer special 
inducements to its people In Asia Minor, Syria, Palestine 
and even North Africa, to make the sacred pilgrimages 
at their ease, by providing railroad transportation from 
Constantinople to Mecca. 
To comprehend the magnitude of the enterprise, it is 
necessary to remember that old world distances are not 
always understood in the new world. The scale of the 
maps is usually much smaller, so we sometimes get the 
idea that the United States is the largest country on the 
earth, because it looks largest on the map. 
A better 
concepion of the Turkish undertaking will be gained 
by the knowledge that, taking Constantinople as a cen­ 
ter, Paris will be on the edge of a circle with a radius 
of 3,000 kilometers (about 2,250 miles), while Mecca will 
be 500 kilos beyond the edge of that circle. 
In other 
words, to make the matter plainer, the distance from 
Constantinople to Paris is about that from New York

was begun. The portion of the road thus far completed 
Is from Damascus to Medain Salih. 
From Constanti­ 
nople the lines under construction run directly south- 
^e.^t to Aleppo, with side branches to Smyrna and An­ 
gora. 
Near Aleppo a projected line will lead, by way 
of Bagdad, to the Persian gulf. From Medain Salih the 
road is under construction to Medina, while surveys have 
been made from Medina to Mecca and the Red sea. 
I he route is to pass east of Jerusalem and the Dead 
sea, on the high lands of Syria, Moab and northern Ara­ 
bia. The engineering difficulties are serious, but by no 
means insurmountable, and are not to be compared with 
those of the Union Pacific. 
The Calfa line descends 
from Deraa with a mighty sweep down to the sea, while 
the chains of mountains in Moab must be traversed by 
the aid of loops, tunnels aid bridges. At Damascus the 
level is 2,000 feet above the sea, and varies from that to 
3,000 feet at the highest pout south. Great difficulties 
are presented by that portion of the line from Constan­ 
tinople to Damascus, for the giant ranges from the Cau- 
causus and Armenia extend thryugh Asia Minor almost 
to the Aegean and Mediterranean. So it is believed that 
at some po'nts on this part of the line the roadbed will 
rise to a height of 3,000 to 4,000 feet above the sea 
Several hundreds of miles of this part are now actually 
under construction, tunnels are bored, viaducts and 
bridges are run between important towns. 
There are 
now completed lines from Constantinople to Angora, 
from Smyrna far into the vilayet of Konieh, and these 
portions will be feeders of the main line. Work on the 
line is greatly expedited by the labors of a division of 
the Turkish army, it being difficult to secure labor In 
the country to be traversed, 
particularly in northern 
Arabia, where the Bedouins are few and unendurably 
lazy. The Turkish soldiers themselves are not particu- 


not, but their term of military service is reduced on#- 
third, to say nothing of spiritual advantages promised fry 
the sultan. German and l*”ench engineers do the plan­ 
ning, foreign workmen are tngaged for the bridges, tun­ 
nels and viaducts, while the soldiers are employed for 
the mechanical labor. The management is ostensibly in 
the hands of several boards ccmposed of pashas, "beys 
and cabinet ministers, who meet in Constantinople and, 
so far as can be learned, do nothing but object to every 
report made by the engineers and suggest tunnels when 
the line could as well follow the caravan route, which 
has been in use for a thousand yeaxs.
